The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

Claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 15, 17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 

anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Woo (US 

5,176,943). 

Woo teaches an antistatic coating composition comprising a solution of 
copolymerizable radiation curable prepolymer, a nonionic perfluoro surfactant (the 
Instant fluorochemical repellant) and an Ionic perfluoro surfactant (the instant 
nonpolymeric ionic salt) in examples and claims. Said prepolymer also meets the 
monomer of claim 7 absent further limltation.since oligomers are taught as monomers in 
page 19 of specification. 

Thus, the invention lacks novelty. 
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Applicant's statement alone (US 6,372,829 and the pending patent application 
were commonly owned by The 3M Company (St. Paul, MN) at the time of the invention 
the pending patent application) would be sufficient to remove said US 6,372,829 from 
the prior art under 103(a) obviousness. 

Claims 1, 2 and 8-13 are allowed. 

Claims 5, 14, 16 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
